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THE VICTOR ALPHABET* 



Being "An Alphabetical Listing of the Use of Letters in the Designation of Categories, 
uizes, Dates and Other Details of Recordings Made by Victor and RCA Victor’ 1 



From the very beginning of its operation under the trade name of VICTOR, the com- 
pany used letters to differentiate one type or size of recording from another. Although 
this same practice had been - and was to be - applied by other companies, Victor was one 
of the most consistent in its virtually unswerving uses of letters. Thus, a >fe.trix that 
bore an initial "B" was always a 10” record, regardless of all and any other details. 
However, with the changes in recording techniques and the multiplication of studios, re- 
cording locations and travelling units, new letters and combinations of letters had to 
be devised. 

To a large extent, these became "Codes” which had to be deciphered and broken 
since most of the memoranda explaining the details to the different Departments of the 
company have either disappeared or not been available for study. 

I think that this listing is comprehensive, and I have tried to include in it 
everything, however esoteric and seemingly incidental to the interest of the "average" 
discographer or collector. If, nevertheless, there are omissions, I would be very 

grateful for any help and assistance that may be given me. 

The listing has been a spin-off from the compilation known at one time as "The Vic- 
tor Project” which I have been making in collaboration with William R. Moran of Califor- 
nia, The Victor Project has been re -named - for many reasons - the ENCYCLOPEDIA OF RE- 
CORDINGS : Part 1 : VICTOR. - and when it is finally published, will probably include 
this and many other articles that may have been extracted from it. 

The ERV is a COMPLETE listing of every recording made by Victor since 1900 and up to 
1950 and includes Commercial records, Private ones, Special ones, transfers from film to 
wax, Transcriptions for Broadcasting, Radio Spot Commercials ordered by Private firms, 
etc,, and will probably amount to over a quarter of a million entries. These include 
dates, take numbers, compositions of groups or orchestras, release or catalogue numbers, 
both original and re-issues, etc. Most of the huge mass of information is already pre- 
pared for publication and studies are being made regarding its transfer to computer 
tape s . 

The period from 1900 to 1903 (the Pre->fe.trix era), and that going to the end of 1909 
will most probably be published within the next few months in a limited edition and when 
the Uniform Edition is prepared, this first portion will probably also be re-issued.

Quite a few of my colleagues and friends have aided in the preparation of the ori- 

ginal data for the ENCYCLOPEDIA OF RECORDINGS : Part 1 : Victor, from which, as I have 
said, this listing has been drawn and to one and all go my appreciation - and my apologies 
for omissions or errors which I hope they will help me correct when the final copy is 
prepared for the definitive publication.

Acetates made" and indicates that one of these waxes was actually processed 
and/or kept for studio or technical use.

From the above. It becomes clear that although earlier expriments had been made, the 
official recognition as the FIRST electrical recording artist must go to Mme. 
Olga SAMAROFF, the title for the FIRST electrical Catalogue number belongs 

to Mr, Jack ShilkretVs Orchestra" and the crucial date must be set as 
26 February 1925.

Whereas for some time this code was strictly adhered to and re -issues t for exam- 
ple, of 1902 records were assigned 02-,.- Matrix numbers, after a while it was felt 

that this tended to break up the chronological sequence of numbers, so the system was ad op 
ted whereby the Matrix number assigned referred to the date on which the transfer was 
made from the originals to tape for re-issue. Thus E3-RW-..,, would be used for a trans- 
fer made in 1953 of a master, regardless of the latter's original Matrix number. 

For the sake of completion, however, whatever A,B,C Matrix numbers (in the 
FIRST POSITION) have been discovered in the files and elsewhere* have been listed in 
numerical order. The 10" and 12" re-issues were usually numbered! separately anyway.

The 3 pages illustrated on the preceding 
page are all page 7 from the August, 1928 supple- 
ment of Victor Records — and yet they're all dif- 
ferent! Collectors who are interested in ori gi~ 
nal literature should be aware that for awhile 
Victor published separate editions of their sup- 
plements for different regions of the country. 

The first page shown is from the northeast edi- 
tion; the second is from the midwest, while the 
third comes from the northwest. Code letters 
(NE, MV/, etc.) at the bottom of the last page 
identify the individual regions. There was un- 
doubtedly a fourth edition for the south, and 
perhaps others as well. 

The reader will al so note that there are 
records listed in the third illustrated page 
which are not familiar to collectors in the east; 
many never appeared in the Victor catalogue. As 
the heading suggests, they were issued for con- 
sumption on the West Coast only, though some of 
them eventually found their way into nation-wide 
distribution. No. 21383 by Hawley and Donahoo, 
for example, never made it nation-wide, while 
21343 by Harry McCiintock did. 

Photocopies of these pages were furnished 
by Darrell Lehman. 

In the near future we hope to begin sorting 
through all the MADISON data sent in by our read- 
ers. When we first undertook this project, we 
anticipated few problems. Instead, Ffedison turns 
out to be a discographer 1 s nightmare with more 
than its share of contradictory data!

the earlier Blue Amberol school records, but 
were a series of celluloid cylinders made long 
after Edison discontinued records for home use. 
They were being made after the United States en- 
tered World War II when, in 1943, Howard A. 

Miller (son of Edison recording expert Walter 
Miller) dictated the entire process to an Edison 
Voicewriter, Much of this process — from mas- 
ter wax to cleaning and finishing — was certain- 
ly the same as in the days of the Blue Amberol, 
so Mr. Dethlefson includes the entire transcript 
of it in this section, along with a photo of 
three of the records. The advanced collector who 
thinks he has nothing new to discover will surely 
be astounded to learn that production of these 
records continued until I960 . It’s absolutely 
"mind blowing" to this writer to think that the 
moulded celluloid cylinder overlapped 
microgroove Ip by more than a decade ! 

The book is interspersed with facsimiles of 
much original Edison literature, photos of rec- 
ords and boxes, as well as a picture of two ex- 
isting working moulds. It should he noted that 
only the records issued in the American popular 
series are covered in this volume. 

Physically, the book is of the highest 
quality throughout. Its 206 page s are printed 
on heavy stock. The edition is limited to 500 
copies and may be ordered $20,95 from Allen 
Koenig sberg, 650 Ocean Avenue, Brooklyn, N .1 . 
11226. The price is reduced by a dollar to his 
AFM subscribers, but after March 31st the price 
goes to $21.95 to all. — Martin Erya: 



BOOK REVIEW ; Edis 
Ronald Dethlefson 



Edison enthusiasts are a fortunate lot. Another 
fine reference work has recently made its appearance 
and is well worth considering. 

Ron Dethlefson 's book Edison Blue Amberol Re - 
cordings concentrates on the "live" Blue Amber ols 
(as opposed to those dubbed from Diamond Discs) made 
between November, 1912 and January, 1915. To this end, 
the bulk of the book is devoted to a reproduction of 
original record leaflets and monthly supplements. One 
can now choose from over 300 titles and read along as 
the records play. (Imagine being able to put together 
a program of records with "period" annotations £ la 
a 1981 disc jockey!) These record leaflets can be 
very interesting and informative to the record col- 
lector; their main drawback is that they tend to tell 
more about the songs' composers than the artists who 
recorded them — a fault of the Edison publicity de- 
partment and not Me. Dethlefson ' s ! 

Included in the leaflet section is an announce- 
ment and listing of the very rare series of school 
records, ("...these Records are just the thing with 
which to help the delinquent along and keep him or her 
up with the class . " ) The listing contains several 
records in spelling dictation, but there are also such 
intriguing titles as "General Problems in the Applica- 
tion of Percentage" or "Ten Problems in Analysis and 
Proportion. " 

However, the book is much more than Blue Amberol 
leaflets . It begins with an introduction by the ven- 
erable Jim Walsh. Following this is a lengthy his- 
torical overview of the Blue Amberol Record — - every- 
thing from the choice of the Amberol name in 1908 to 
the end of production in 1929. There is much new in- 
formation to be gleaned from this section, including 
how to identify alternate takes on Blue Amberols. 

Following the leaflet section, previously men- 
tioned , are several shorter but important chapters . In 
the first, "'Live' Recordings," the author shows the 
nearly 100 records that came out after 1914 that 
weren't dubbed, along with dates of issue (as late as 
1928) and original wax Amberol numbers when known. 

Next comes the alphabetical index of all titles 

..L. 

issued during the "live" years (up to January, 1915), 
again accompanied by wax Amberol numbers. The value of 
this information should not be underestimated, as the 
collector can easily ascertain if a desired wax record 
was also issued in blue celluloid, thereby avoid in- 
vesting in the fragile wax version. 

The "Performers on Blue Amberol Records" section 
contains photographs and thumbnail biographies of some 
of the more prominent artists during the early B.A. 
period. A performers' index follows, showing all art- 
ists who appeared on the "live" Blue Amberols, along 
with issue numbers. 

The final section is, to me, the most fascinating: 
"Ediohone School Records." These are not the same as
